Among ttie 
first delegates to arrive the current 
taeling seamed strongly for single 
statehood for Oklahoma without de- 
lay, Indian territory to he considon'd 
later. Aside from BpofflimakiiiK ami 
the adoption of rcKolutinns ln ai iim on 
the subect the convention will likely 
provlda fua^s to carry on a systematic 
campaign of education for statehood 
that shall finally reach congress.

— The cham)>er 
of depatiaa passed a blU Increasing 
the duty on flour Imported in bags in- 
stead of barrels. There was a lively 
discussion over the measure. It was 
contended that flour Imported in bags, 
is apt to contain dangerous germs, 
but thtf auartton was cpmbatted vig- 
oMuriy. OtM WMBb«i# dr tta budget 
commission frankly declared th^i the 
object of the bill was to protect Unit- 
ed States prod\u:ers against the .Argen- 
tlna. After the vote was taken sev- 
eral deputies tibouted: "The Yankees 
have routed the Argentines." Public 
opinion and the nawspapera generally 
disapprove the naw law as it is linown 
that the flour from the United States 
arrives in barrels, while the Argentine 
product conies in bags. Newspapers 
of liueuoH .\yres unanimously con- 
demn the measure and remonstrances 
will be filed by the Argentine millers.

Kxplosion In a Mine. 

Pocahontas, Va., Nov. 14. — Fire 
broke out In the Baby mines, near 
here caused by defective electric 
wires. A Rieat portitMi of the mine 
fell in and a terrible exiil(i--i(in follow- 
ed. It Is not known how many men 
were in the mines, but upon a flre 
alarm being given firemen and others 
rushed to the rescue of those who 
might be caught. Then another ex- 
plosion followed. As a result lif) men 
are badly injured, many fearfully 
burned, but no dead so far have been 
found. The mlQea »X9 still on fire and 
other explosions ara likely. The fan 
was stopped and all that can be done 
is being done to put out the fire and 
rescue those entombed. It is the first 
explosion here since the disaster 
about 15 years ago in which almost 
100 man were killed. 

Veteran Mustered Out. 
New York, Nov. 14. — Brigadier Gen- 
eral Henry L. Ko^lnfon, 70, who re- 
Ufad frpm the army a pjimb^ of yaar> 
ago. and in recent years Was a cus- 
toms inspector, is dead at his home in 
this city. He was born at Hinghamp- 
ton, N. V. Soon after the civil war 
broke out he was appointed assistant 
quartermaster with rank of captain 
and being a railroad man waa aaaign- 
ed to ba porchallng and dlabnrslng 
officer of the military railroads. In 
1866 he was mustered out. While he 
held the office he disbursed nearly 
$19,000,000. When President Lincoln 
was assassinated be had charge of 
the tranaportatlon of the body to 
Springfield. Ills. Ha waa a brother of 
General John C. Robinson, who was 
lieutenant governor under Gov. Dix.

Washlngrton. Nov. 14 — The state- 
ment in a .Managua di.s;)atch, treiiitrd 
to Mr. Paget, th* British secretary ol 
legation there, to tha affect that the 
United States has approved the claim 
of Great Britain to be reoognlzed aa a 
protector of the Mo.sq\ilto IniHan.'i. has- 
attracted attention of diplomats here. 

An inquiry indicates that Uiere is 
danger of a compliote misunderstand- 1 
Ing ot the matter. The British gov- 
Ortimant is endeavoring, to negotiate 
a treaty with Nicaragua which will en- 
able the British to rftire from all 
claim of jurisdiction on the .Mosquito 
co'.ust. leaviuK .\'i(araKn:» in full sov- 
ereignty there, with due guaranties 
for the proper treatment of the Indi- 
ans hitherto under British protection. 

The United States government has 
taken no action in the ni:i?t r. but it 
is, of course, to the interest of Uiis 
country that some such «1, c' ite recog- 
nition of the sovereignty of Nicaragua 
ahould be made and the pending qucs- 
tiona arising out of the treaty of Man- 

' agua between Groat Britain and Nic- 
argua bo gotten out of the way. 

j The fact is that, so far from acquir- 
ing any new privileprs on the .Mos- 
quito coast, the Brltibh government is 
relinquishing the right it now enjoys. 
The treaty of Managua, negotiated' 
about fifty years ago between Great 
Britain and .N'i'-aragua. imposed upon 
the English government the duty of 
protecting the Mosquito Indians. Great 
Britain is trying now simply to have 
the Nicaraguan government eoter Into 
obligations to care for the Indiana. 

Cable and Canal Bills. 
Washington. Nov 14. — Congressman 
Hepburn of Iowa, chairman of the in- 
state and foreign commerce commit- 
tee of the house and Cf)nBressman 
Sherman of New York, of the siime 
committee had a Iomk cdnfereiu e with 
the president about Isthmian canal and 
Pacific cable legislation. As a result 
of the consulatlon they announced 
that it was thair purpose to press leg- 
islation on both subjects at the earli- 
est possible moment. The canal bill 
which pasFcd the house at the last 
session will again be Introduced in 
substantially the form in which It was 
passed last winter. No delay Is antic- 
ipated in the committee, aa the whole 
subject has been canvassed thorough- 
ly. Colonel Hepburn told the presi- 
dent that the bill undoubtedly wouM 
have a laiK'" majority In the hou'^e. 
The cable bill will be identi(al with 
the measure reported from the coni- 
mittea during the laat congress. It 
provides for the laying of the cable by 
a private rorp<iiatuin under a contract 
with the po.-itinaster general, with an 
alternative provision for the buildln.i? 
of the cable by the government If no 
satisfactory contract can be made. It 
Is understood that the president con- 

CUrrad In the proposed program. 

Nfw Navy Yard. 
Washington, Nov. 14. — The presi- 
dent signed an executive order cre- 
ating a n^val reservation of a large 
tract of land Just acquired by tha 
navy department at Olongapo. on Su- 
blg bay. Luzon The department will 
proceed to construct at this point a 
navy yard and station of the first or- 
der, patterning the plans generally 
after the Mare Island navy yard. As 
aooh as this is properly aqulppad a 
large part of the work now dohe at 
the Cavlte navy yard will be trans- 
ferred to Olongapo. It Is a part of 
the project to ship the Havana float- 
ing dock to Olongapo to supply imme- 
diate docking needs, and until perma- 
f^t docks can be constructed. 

Inaular Appointments. 

Washmit'on. Nov. 14. ■:- President 
Roosevelt announced that in making 
civil appointments In the Insular poa. 
sessions of the United States he 
would adhere to the principles of the 
civil service. He declared this policy 
to Cllntop Bodgers Woodruff of Phil- 
ddalphiB of the National Civil Service 
Xaform' league. Mr. Woodruff Is 
chairman of the eommittaa on dapand- 
encles and called to ascertain what 
the president's policy would be. 

Oavia Case Before the Grand Jury. 
Ipdianapolls, Nov. 14.— The grand 
Jury of the United States court, be- 
k^n to consider the most inporunt 
case that will come befora it during 
the present session, that of Richard 
Davis, former cashier of the Peoples' 
National bank of Washington, Ind.

The 
lifeboat was on its way to the rescue 
of a distressed vessel when it was 
struck by a great wave and capsized. 
The crew was imprisoned and only 
three succeeded in making their es- 
cape. Innumerable minor < a.-ualtie.^ 
continue to be report' d on all the 
coasts of the l'nit"d KinKl'iin. mark- 
ing the storm as the most disastrous 
that has occurred in many years.

Denmark May Retaliate. 
Copenhagen. Nov. 14.— l he Rovorn- 
ment of Denmark is considering the 
most effective method of retaliating 
against the United States, should tba 
diplomatic representations now being 
made in behalf of the Danish choco- 
late exporters fail. The exporters al- 
lege over valuation of chocolate by 
New York customs oflBdals. The ex- 
porters deny that Denmark pays a 
bounty on chocolate and >jialm that 
Copenhagen should be accorded the 
same treatment Riven other fr(>e ports. 
It is pointed out that 1)( tiniark will 
suffer little loss in case of retaliatory 
duties t ince her exports to the United 
States are only $750,000 against Amer- 
ica's f L'o.ddO.dOO e\iiorts to Denmark.
